H. Res. 983 - Waiving a Requirement of Clause 6(a) of Rule Xl With
Respect to Consideration of Certain Resolutions Reported from the
Committee on Rules, Providing for Consideration of Motions to
Suspend the Rules (Rep. Arcuri-Rules): The rule waives clause 6(a) of
rule XIII (requiring a two-thirds vote to consider a rule on the same day it is
reported from the Rules Committee) against certain resolutions reported
from the Rules Committee. The rule applies the waiver to any resolution
reported on the legislative day of February 14, 2008, providing for
consideration of any bill related to foreign intelligence surveillance.
The rule provides that certain specified measures may be considered
under suspension of the rules at any time on the legislative day of
Thursday, February 14, 2008. Debate on the rule will be managed by
Rep. Arcuri, and consideration will proceed as follows:
